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Judas Maccabasus and the Jewish War of Independence. — By Claude R. 
Conder, D.C.L., etc. New edition. Published for the Committee of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund. London and New York : Macmillan & Co., 
1894. Pp. 218. $1.25. 

The first edition of this book appeared in 1879, and Major Conder has 
found little to change in preparing the new edition. The author's extended 
archaeological researches in Palestine make his statements upon ancient 
topography and geography of much value, and the sketch of the history of the 
Jews from the Persian supremacy until the time of Pompeius is naturally 
full of interest. Major Conder's chronology, however, is not that of the most 
critical students of Jewish history, nor do the interpretations of certain Old 
Testament passages which he has seen fit to introduce into his book, add 
materially to its value. The author's view of the character and motives of 
Judas is the most favorable one possible. The book is uniform in binding 
with the other works of Major Conder published under the same auspices.
